Mr. Dunne, who still considers himself 
mayor, left the city at 8 o'clock last night 
to attend a funeral today in Pittsburg. He 
expects to return tomorrow. In order that 
bridewell and dog pound prisoners might not 
suffer for want of a properly constituted offi- 
eal to sign pardons Mr. Dunne asked Mr. 
MeGann to act in his absence—provided Mr. 
Busse should not intervene. Mr. Dunne told 
Mr. McGann and Police Chief Collins that 
Mayor Busse was to be allowed to assume 
office without obstruction whenever he gn- 
nounces his purpose. 

Mayor Busse may assume office today or 
tomorrow. However, he went to bed late yes- 
terday afternoon ill with a severe cold, and 
his assumption of the reins of government 
may be delayed.

International Policy Holders’ 
Committee Secures Affi- 
davit to Show Ballots 
Were Forged. 


STATE AGENTS ACCUSED. 


Watchers Withdraw and Crimi- 
nal Proceedings Will Follow 
in Majority of States in 
the Union. 


New’ York, April 7.—[Special.]—Charging 
the use of forged ballots and fictitious names 
to the administration of both the New York 
Life and the Mutual Life insurance com- 
panies and collusion to inspectors in the 
employ of the state insurance depart- 
ment, the international policy holders’ com- 
mittee has declared its intention to institute 
legal proceedings to set aside the election 
last fall and to secure the conviction in 
criminal proceedings of all officers and 
agénts said to be involved in the procurement 
unlawful ballots. 

District Attorney Jerome wil] take up the 
complaint as soon as the Thaw trial is over, 


and prosecutors in more than half the states” 
in the union will be asked to lay the evidence | 


before their respective grand juries. 

The charges made are in the shape of 
affidavits which representatives of the policy 
holders’ committee have been gathering for 
weeks, 

That the international committee intends 
to carry the fight over the elections into the 
courts is evident from the fact that all of 
the committee’s watchers have been with- 
drawn from the vote canvassing quarters. 
This was done Saturday. 

The $35 a day inspectors have been can- 
vassing votes since Dec. 18, and the pros- 
pects for a long run yet are good. From 
now on the inspectors who were appointed 
by the state superintendent of insurance, 
Otto Kelsey, and the companies’ watchers 
will conduct the canvass alone. 


State Officials Are Accused. 

Manager Scrugham of the policy holders’ 
committee has the following to say on the 
subject: 

“The international committee has main- 
tained for months, im both the Mutual and 
the New York Life canvasses, a force of 
watchers and translators and every effort 
has been made to protect the interests of 
the polNcy holders who have voted against 
the old managements, but the rulings of the 
inspectors have been so uniformly against 
us, and being fully satisfied that it is im- 
possible, under present conditions, to secure 
a fair count of the votes as cast, we with- 
drew our watchers, 

“From the beginning the companies with 
the assistance of the department of insur- 


ance bave evaded and nullified in every way 


pos#ible the law as enacted. The companies 
filed lists of policy holders at Albany which 
contained thousands of incorrect names with 
false and misleading addresses, while they 
gave to their agents and canvassers not alone 
the correct names and addresses, but also 
the numbers of the policies held by the in- 
sured, which enabled them to forge, with 
impunity, ballots for the administration tick- 
ets, send them in, and, with the assistance of 
election inspectors, to have them counted as 
valid votes. 


Says Companies Rejected Offer. 

“That this was done on a wholesale scale 
is ~proven conclusively by the affidavits in 
our possession secured from every section of 
country where duplicate votes were found 
during the canvass. How many of these 
forged ballots were cast probably never will 
be known, for inspectors of election, acting 
under the orders of the department of insur- 
ance, are making no effort to ascertain the 
validity of the votes cast or the qualifica- 
tions of voters, as specifically required by the 
statutes, beyond such information as is fur- 
nished them by the companies. 

“We presented our affidavits to the Mu- 
tual Life board of inspectors, and offered to 
produce the witnesses to prove the forger- 
ies, but they refused to accept the affidavits 
or to hear any testimony, and the result is 
that the forged Peabody ballots are classed 
as good votes for the administration ticket 
and lawful ballots cast by the policy holders 
are thrown out.’’ 


Cites Specific Cases. 

Here are some of the instances of forged 
ballots as given by Manager Scrugham and 
backed up by the affidavits: 

David Krebs of 166 East Seventy-second 
street went to the offices of the international 
committee on Dec. 14, 1906, and made out 
a ballot which was formally cast on Dec. 18. 
In the course of the canvass a forged “ Pea- 
body ”’ ballot bearing Krebs’ name, policy 
number, and home address was found and 
counted by inspectors. 

Ethan L, Reynolds of Delton, Wis., owner 
of policy 1,113,440, voted for the United com- 
mittee’s ticket in the Mutual Life on Oct. 30, 
1906, the ballot being witnessed by L. O. Bass. 
This ballot was counted as void by inspectors, 
and it is alleged that a forged *‘ Peabody ’”’ 
ballot was counted as good. The forged bal- 
lot bears the same address and policy num- 
ber, is dated Dec. 15, 1906, and purports to 
have been witnessed by H. G. Clisbe. 


Forgery Counted as Ballot. 

The ballot of Alexander Rida of 152 Com- 
merce street, New Haven, was counted for 
the administration ticket under practically 
the same circumstances.. He voted the united 
committee's ticket on Nov. 21, 1906, and his 
signature was witnessed by his wife. The 
alleged forgery is dated Oct. 15, 1906, and 
bears the name of George E. Nettleton as 
witness. _ 

John J. O’Leary, 24 Broad street, cast a 
ballot for the united committee’s ticket on 
policy 1,483,087 on Oct. 19 last, and hig sig- 
nature was witnessed by Sydney D. Rarig. 
Another ballot turned up in the canvass bear- 
ing his name and address as 74 East 
Ninety-third street. This ballot was for the 
administration ticket. The address given on 
the forged ballot was O'Leary's former resi- 
dence. He moved from there two years ago. 
The forged ballot was dated Dec. 8, 1906, 
and purported to have been witnessed by T. 
Lacey. 

Manager Scrugham charges further that 
some of the life insurance agents went tothe 
homes of policy holders and in the absence of 
the husband induced the wife to forge his 
name to a ballot or proxy. 

Says Wife Was Coerced. 

Manager Scrugham gives out this state- 
ment made by George H. Madden of San 
Domingo, Cal.: 

“I did not sign the Peabody ballot voting 
for the administration ticket purporting to 
be witnessed by L. Schiller. as I was not in

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RUN DOWN TRAIN WRECKERS 


Pennsylvania Road Puts Army of 
Guards and Sleuths to Work. 


PANIC SEIZES BIG ROAD. 


Four Attempts in Two Months Alarm 
Officials and Employes. 


Pittsbume, Pa,, April 7.—[Special.]—om- 
cials of the Pennsylvania railroad settled 
down in earnest today to run to earth the 
gang of train wreckers which in the last two 
months has made several attempts to destroy 
fast passenger trains on the company’s lines. 

After a thorough investigation today of 
the attempt made last night to wreck the 
Pittsburg-Cleveland express at Hudson, O., 
the officials declared themselves satisfied 
that the outrage had been committed by the 
same man or men.who at least three times 
before had almost succeeded in accomplish- 
ing the disastrous complete wreck of a 
heavily laden passerger traim 

Rewards aggregating $10,500 have been 
offered for the capture of the wreckers and a 
special reward of $2,500 for information lead- 
ing to the arrest within the next twenty-four 
hours of those responsible for last night's at- 
tempt at Hudson. 


McCrea Calls Emergency Council. 

It is probable that these rewards will be 
increased and more drastic steps taken to- 
morrow. President McCrea has called to 
Pittsburg every divisional superintendent 
east and west to discuss measures for safe- 
guarding the lives of the company’s passen- 
gers and to lay elaborate plans for the cap- 
ture of the wreckers. 

Since the béginning of February the fol- 
lowing accidents, now helieved to have been 
deliberately caused, have occurred on the 
Pennsylvania lines: 

Feb. 20.—The eighteen hour flyer, west bound be- 
tween New York and Chicago, wrecked at Mineral 
Point. Every passenger on train injured. 

March 23.—The Manhattan limited, east bound, 
wrecked between Wilmerding and Stewart station. 
Sixteen passengers injured. 

March 27.—The Keystone express, east bound, 
derailed between East Pittsburg and Turtle Point. 

March 27.—The Chicago express, west bound, 
flagged just in time to prevent it from running 
on to broken track. 

April 6.—The Cleveland flyer, running between 
Pittsburg, Pa., and Cleveland, 0., wrecked at 
Hudson, ©. 

Other Fast Trains Stoned. 

In addition to thege wrecks a dozen of the 
fast passenger trains have been stoned by 
unknown persons between Pittsburg and 
Greensburg. In several of the bombardments 
passengers were badly hurt. The frequent 
and deliberate wrecking of its fastest pas- 
senger trains has so thoroughly alarmed the 
officials of the railroad that at the present 
time every foot of track along the main line 
between here and Altoona is patrolled by 
armed guards who are under implicit orders 
to shoot any person found tampering with 
the tracks. Scores of these guards are being 
employed daily through an employment 
agency here, and every applicant is ques- 
tioned regarding his knowledge ofjthe usesof 
firearms. 

Scores of railroad and Pinkerton detectives 
were rushed today into Hudson, O., the scene 
of the latest wreck, and with the local au- 
thorities have been organized into posses, 
which are scouring the surrounding country 
for some clew to the wreckers. 

Officals of the road who investigated the 
Hudson, O., wreck today made a test to dis- 
cover how long it would take a man familiar 
with track work to arrange the rails so as to 
throw a train off the track. The conditions 
under which the wrecker or wreckers worked 
were Sotener as nearly as possible, and

the test showed that one man, working rapid- 
ly, could draw the spikes, remove the fish 
plates, and bend the rail inward, securing 
it in that position, in about five minutes. 

The test was made in daylight, however, 
and the investigation shows that the wreck- 
ers worked in the dark, so that it would 
probably have taken a longer time to com- 
plete the task. 

What alarms the railroad officials most is 
the fact that the work is done by experts, 
who not only understand how to avoid such 
interference with the electric rail current as 
would send in a danger signal. but also do all 
other work ina skillful manner. 

The officials of the railroad admit 
that the capture of the wreckers is the most 
serious problem that has confrénted them 
in years. That the lives of hundreds of 
passengers and thousands of dollars’ worth 
of rolling stock are in constant danger is 
admitted by the officials. 

Added to these conditions is the complete 
demoralization of the railroad employés. 
Veteran engineers who have sat at the throt- 
tle of the high speed trains for years are so 
alarmed that they are losing their nerve. 
Many have asked to be excused from the fast 


runs. 


SEEKS METAL IN MISSOURI 
TO MAKE IDOLS FOR COREA. 


“Tiff,” Found in Lead Fields Near 
Joplin, Will Be Carved Into Images 
for Easterners. 


Joplin, Mo., April 7.—[Special.]|—J. Kava- 
naugh has traveled all the way from Corea 
to secure a carload of “ tiff,’’ a mica like 
formation found in large quantities in the 
lead and zinc fidlds of Missouri and Kansas. 

Kavanaugh intends to use the “tiff’’ in 
making idols for the Coreans. 
ago he was employed. by the emperor of 
Japan to manage a big coal mine in Corea. 
While thus employed he noticed that e.ery 
Corean carried constantly a small g.it.ering 
idol to ward off disease and disaster of every 
kind. He determined to supply the demand. 

The great requirements of the idol, within 
itself, he says, are that it must bea pretty 
bauble, be fairly shaped, and have wear re- 
sisting qualities, because the Corean god is 
worked overtime.

SKULL CUT OFF TO PROBE. 


Survivor of Desperate Operations Re- 
verts to Condition of Infancy. 


New York, April 7.—[Special.]—Timothy 
Kane, who for three years has suffered ago- 
nizing diseases, is in Bellevue hospital today 
with his mental faculties weak as those of 
a child, and with surgeons and nurses teach- 
ing him to speak, read, write, and distinguish 
between the objects about him. 

Like a baby with alphabetical blocks 
strewn around him Kane, who is 42 years old, 
has reverted tothe stage where his knowl- 
edge of the world must be acquired all over 
again. 

Three years ago the man was struck on the 
head and a lesion of the brain developed. Two 
weeks after he had been injured he developed 
epilepsy.

A few 
months later all his afflictions returned, and 
once more the surgeons tackled the almost 
hopeless task. They removed certain por- 
tlons of the brain, and once again Kane 
seemed well, only to relapse. He became 
speechless and lost the power of locomotion. 

A month ago surgeons conveyed to him 
information that another operation might 
prove fatal. He managed to convey to them 
permission to“ go ahead.”’ 


Miracle of Surgery Performed. 
They “went ahead.’ Surgeons, after they 


of the man’s skull and performed daring feats 
in surgery. They explored every cavity of 
his brain and then waited. 

“Three days later Kane could speak. Once 
more, however, he lost the power of articu- 
lation and the doctors continued their labors, 
finally replacing the pitifully abrased, skull. 

Gradually Kane came to life—came out of 
blankness, lethargy, and the pathetic mental 
numbness he had suffered, and now he is on 
the road to recovery.

The preferred stock consisted of 84,722 
shares, for which the syndicate paid, at $200 
per share, $6.944.400.

The railroad from Springfield to Peoria con- 
sisted of a line fifty-eight miles in length. It 
had been sold at foreclosure sale of all the 
railways of the St. Louls, Peoria and North- 
erm railway company, and acquired by the 
Laclede Construction company, a corpora- 
tion controlied by the syuwdicate.

$45,000 a mile, and its present outstanding 
indebtedness,-on account of equ'p trent, 
trust obligations, is over $3,000 a mile. 


Must Be Civil Remedy. 

That the Chicago and Alton raijroad com- 
pany can carry such a bonded indebtedness 
as this, keep up its road, and pay dividends 
upon its stock (a considerable portion of 
which, I understand from the testimony, 
has already been unloaded by the syndicate), 
is preposterous. The persors who will ul- 
timately suffer will be the bondholders, the 
innocent stockholders, or the other creditors 
of the road. 

That there is a civil remedy against a syn- 
dicate whose manipulations (charitably 
called financiering), produced the conditions 
which now exist, I have not the least doubt. 
But that the state of Illinois ie the proper 
party to enforce stich a remedy I-have some 
question. 

Bee if the charter of the company could 

revoked upon proceedings instituted by 
the state the innocent stockholders would 
suffer most. 

The bonds of the company are in the hands 
of the innocent purchasers, for a valuable 
consideration, and, under the decisions of our 
Supreme court and the Supreme court of 
the United States, in my opinion cannot be 
attacked. 

I am inclined to the opinion that the remedy 
lies.with the company itself; or, in the event 
of its refusal to act, with some one or more 
of the stockholders. Should I become satis- 
fied, however, upon further investigation, 
that an effective remedy can be enforced 
by the state, I shall not hesitate to institute 
proceedings. 

Whether or not the members of this syn- 
dicate are criminally lable under the statutes 
of the state of Illinols, I express no opinion 
at this time. 


LAWMAKERS’ WORK CUT OUT; 
COMING TO CHICAGO FRIDAY. 


Important Measures Pending in Legis- 
lature Ready for Action—Charter 
Committee to Hear Local Views. 


Springfield, Il., April 7.—The slow moving 
house will accomplish a lot of important 
work this week. Besides the daily sessions 
of the Chi o charter committee, the com- 
mittee on co rations will probably take 
some action on Mr. Hearne’s bil] putting ex-

DEBT FROM SHEA TRIALS. 


Central Body Spends $14,300 on 
Cases and Finds Itself 
$3,000 Behind. 


Several typewritten pages of T. P. Quinn's 
thoughts about President Roosevelt were 
wasted on the federation of labor yesterday 
when that body refused to concur in his opim 
ion that the chief executive should be cen- 
sured for his remarks about Haywood and 
Moyer. officials of the Western Federation of 
Miners. Who are accused of twenty-seven 
murders in Idaho. 7 

The federation also discovered that it was 
$3,000 in debt as a result of the Shea trials. 
The first trial cost the central labor body 
$11,000 and the second $3,300. 

When Mr. Quinn read that the president 
had classed Haywood and Moyer with Hearst 
and Harriman as “ undesirable ” citizens, he 
got an inspiration which he reduced to writ- 
ing and tried on the federation. 

Backs Out of the Hall. 

Mr. Quinn’s success may be illustrated as 
follows: 

When his anti-Roosevelt resolution was 
read Quinn sat conspicuously in the front 
row. When Delegate James J. Linehan fin- 
ished talking he moved back three rows. 
Delegate Junn C. Harding talked, and Mr. 
Quinn shifted slightly to the side. Delegate 
L. P. Smith referred pointedly to the waste 
basket, and Mr. Quinn was found sitting in 
the tenth row. When the vote was taken 
Mr. Quinn was not in the hall. 

The resolution was something more thana 
foot long. It began by saying that President 
Roosevelt, in attacking Haywood and Moyer, 
had “* come close to the _ gr of coward- 
ly assassination.’’ As Mr. Quinn said, “ It’s 


so close that we cannot draw the line dis- 


tinctly.’’ 

In the next “ whereas’ Quinn expressed 
surprise at the president's new role, which 
he said was “ so strange that we can scarce- 
ly recognize him in it.’’ For the president's 
own information he “ respectfully suggest- 
ed’’ that he read the lives and study the 
characters of Debs, Haywood, and Moyer be- 
fore again making such “ infamous ’”’ state- 
ments. 4 

Then Mr. Quinn offered a second sugges- 
tion, coyly concealed in his third “ whereas,”’ 
to the effect that the reforms which the presi- 
dent is so strenuously attempting to ,in- 
augurate at this time, and for which, to quote 
Mr. Quinn, he has “ brought down on himself 
the wrath of a plundering plutocracy,’’ have 
been advocated “in the highways and by- 
ways for years by these fellow workers of 
ours, who have blazed the way for the reform 
he is now preaching.’”’ 


Quinn Shows Full Talent. 


The “ resolve ”’ part of the resolutions, Mr. 
Quinn’s friends said, did his talent full jus- 
tice. 

* Resolved,” it ran, “that, while we have 
nothing but admiration for the president’s 
splendid fight in behalf of the people against 
the beef trust poisoners, the Standard Oil 
thieves, and land plunderers,'’ we have an 
equal amount of censure for his unwarranted 
and demagogic attack on our fellow workers 
in the shadow of the gallows for the crime 
of loving their fellows, not worldly wise, but 
too well.”

SAYS HE WAS ROBBED IN NEW

STEVENS SAILS FOR HOME; > 
SEES CANAL ENDED IN 1915- 


Former Chief Engineer Praises Efforts 
of Workers in Farewell Address to 
Two Thousand Employes. 


COLON, April 7.—John F. Stevens, former 
chief engineer. of the Panama canal, sailed 
for New York at noon today. He was given 
a splendid sendoff last night previous to his 
departure. The reception was held on pier 
11, Cristobal. 

Among those present were W. G. Bierd, 
general manager of the Panama raliroad, 
who acted as chafrman; the heads of de- 
partments of the canal commission and the 
Panama railroad company; Jackson § nith, 
who is in charge of the labor department 
of the canal, and 2,000 others. 

Mr. Stevens, in his farewell speech, m  dest- 
ly gave John F. Wallace, whom he super- 
seded as chief engineér, the credit for the 
organization of the work. This, Mr. Stevens 
declared, he had modified only when neces- 
sary. 

He said the preparations deemed necessary 
two years ago were underes\imated, &nd, 
though the working forces had since been 
doubled, they still were inadequate, 

But now, he declared, the machinery had 
been completed, homes had been provided for 
250,000 persons, there were railroad facilities 
for handling over a million’ yards of earth 
monthly, and the organization was so ad- 
vanced that it was possible to carry on the 
work in both wet and dry seasons.

ROOSEVELT AND HARRIMAN 
CENSURED BY MANGASARIAN. 


Lecturer for Independent Religious So- 
ciety Thinks Politics Is One of the 
Principal Causes of Crime. 


“ Politics is poison,’’ declared M. M. Man- 
gasarian, lecturer for the Independent Re- 
ligious society, in an address yesterday in 
Orchestra hall. The speaker censured Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Mr. Harriman “ for call- 
ing each other liars,’ and the newsboy for 
shouting “‘ All about the murder.” 

“ Political influence,” he went on “ encour- 
ages the meanest passions and demoralizes 
the people. Bossism, the spofls system, itch- 
ing palms, and the generally low character 
of the men put up for office, as well as the 
control of the legislatures, produce a sick- 
ening spectacle. 

“ The .insurance scandals, exposing men 
who had been revered, and the financial 
panics engineered by gamblers are also re- 
sponsible for much crime. 

“The ‘ maladministration’ of justice—the 
roundabout way necessary to get at the point 
desired. the ingenious defenses put up for 
criminals to balk justice—encourages them 
and weakens the-moral nerve of the nation. 

“ Another aid to crime is an uncongenial 
marriage law that compels people to live 
together without devotion. Marriages be- 
tween those diseased in mind or body should 
not be allowed, because they produce crim- 
inal children.” . 

Mr. Mangasarian also spoke of the moral 
wave that swept over the city just after 
the Iroquois theater fire, of how soon it was 
forgotten, and the bad effect of the escape 
from punishment of those responsible for 
the disaster. :

Norfolk, Va., April 7.—Ten persons, two of 
whom are women, were rescued from death 
by Capt. Etheridge and his crew of life savers 
at the Nags Head (N. C.) station early today, 
when the four masted schooner Louis Bos- 
sart was blown ashore by the gale. 

On account of the high sea no attempt was 
made to launch the boats. A line was shot 
over the schooner and the breeches huoy was 
run out. When the surfmen pulled it in they 
were surprised to find a young woman as its 
passenger. She is the daughter of Capt. 
Fletcher of the wrecked craft. 

Then one by one the seven members of the 
schooner’s crew were hauled to safety 
through the seas, and on the last trip Capt. 
Fletcher came in. 


GIRAFFE HURT; CIRCUS MOURNS. 


“Nellie,” Prize Menagerie Animal, 
Breaks Shoulder and May Retire 
for Several Weeks. 


There is mourning in the animal “ tent ”’ 
at the big Ringling circus, which is showing 
in the Coliseum. Nellie, the prize giraffe of 
the menagerie, fell and broke her shoulder, 
and probably will not be able to resume the 
conspicuous position in the center of the 
annex, alongside of her long necked mate, 
for several weeks.

STEAD UNFOLDS HIS IDEA 


WANTS AMERICANS TO HEAD PIL- 
GRIMAGE OF PEACE. 


English Anti-War Enthusiast Outlines 
Plan to Abolish Strife Between Na- 
tionse—-Would Have Twelve Citizens 
of This Country Conduct Crusade 
Throughout Europe Gathering Fol- 
lowers of Every Nationality to 
Round Up at The Hague. 


New York, April 7.—W. T. Stead, the Ene- 
lish apostle of international peace, discussed 
the opportunity afforded Americans by the 
coming Hague conference of rousing other 
nations to make definite progress toward the 
ideal described by his phrase, “ The United 
States of the World,” in a speech he delivered 
from the pulpit of Plymouth church, Brook- 
lyn, tonight. 

He urged that at the coming peace conven- 
tion twelve represemtative American men 
and women should be selected as the nucleus 
of a “ pilgrimage of peace.’’ These persons 
would tien appeal to the American people for 
their indorsement by public meetings or 
signed memorials. 

Armed with this evidence of nationa) sup- 
port, they would in the first case go as a 
deputation to the president, asking him to in- 
struct his delegates at The Hague to support 
the above program. 


Wants Pilgrimage to Europe, 


Then they would approach the British am- 
bassador, informing him of their intention to 
start at once for England in order to appeal 
to the British people for their support in 
pressing their requests upon the king and his 
ministers. 

The other members of the diplomatic corps 
at Washington also would be apprised of the 
object of the pilgrimage. Then would come 
a sendoff banquet at New York, andthe 
‘* Pilgrims of Peace ’’ could start in the first 
week of May for their tour through the cap- 
itals of Europe. 

Mr. Stead said there no doubt that they 
would receive an overwhelmingly popular re- 
ception in Britain, where the ground already 
had been prepared. At London they would 
be joined by four pilgrims from each of the 
three Scandinavian countries, and the Amer- 
icans and Scandinavians, together with 
twelve British pilgrims, would present their 
petition to the king at Buckingham palace 
end to his ministers in Downing street. 


Get Band in Every Nation. 


The thirty-six pilgrims would then cross 
over to Paris. The same thing would be re- 
peated there. Receptions by the president 
of the republic and his ministers, the munici- 
pality, and the chamber of commerce would 
afford ample demonstration of the loyaity of 
France to the principle of fraternity. 

The pligrims, now swollen to forty-eight 
by the. addition of twelve French pilgrims, 
would pick up others at Geneva, and then go 
on to Rome. From Rome the pilgrims, now 
sixty-two in number, would go to Russia, and 
eighty-six would arrive at Berlin, ninety- 
eight would reach Brussels, and then 100 
would finally round up at The Hague to pre- 
sent their petition to the conference, which 
is to assemble on June 1. 

Mr. Stead said that the idea had been re- 
ceived with enthusiasm in Europe.

IS THEORY OF THE POLICE. 


Believe Explosion at House of Italian 
' Grocer May Be the Prank of a Band 
of Boys. | 


Is Giovanna Mancuso, a grocer, 92 Milton 
avenue, the victim of pranks of a band of 
small boys or is he in danger from persons 
who have threatened to destroy him and his 
family if he does not give up a sum of 
money? .

NUMBERS OF PHONES LOST 


NORTH SIDE SUBSCRIBERS LONG 
LEFT IN AWKWARD PLIGHT. 


Two Thousand Exchange Wires Are 
Changed Between March 1 and 5, 
Yet Users of the Instruments Are 
as Yet Unable to Get New Director- 
liese—*‘Dearborn’’ Abolished and Its 
Connections Changed to “North,” 
* Edgewater,” and “Lincoln.” 


~~ 

The Chicago Telephone company has in- 
augurated a series of “improvements” in 
its service. on the north side, which have 
left not less than 2,000 subscribers in igno- 
rance of the numbers of their phones, and 
consequently practically without service. 

The worst feature of the “‘ reform "’ is that 
the subscribers, except in rare instances, 
have heen unable to get possession of the 
new directories, which contain the new num- 
bers of their telephones. No delivery of the 
February issue of the directory has been 
made on the north side by the telephone com- 
pany for some unexplained reason, and vari- 
ous vague and indefinite excuses have been 
given to subscribers who have made so bold 
as to ask for Mformation as to when they 
might reasonably expect this state of af- 
fairs to come to an end. 

The new directories were delivered severa] 
weeks ago to downtown users. 

Must Ask for Directories. 

Of a large number of north side subscribers 
who were called up by THE TRIBUNBE last 
evening in. quest for information but two 
had their new directories, and these two ex- 
plained that they -had gone to the telephone 
company’s offices after them. . 

The subscribers practically were legislat- 
ed out of service.when the telephone com- 
pany decided some weeks ago that the Dear- 
born exchange should be abolished. In its 
place were to be two new exchanges, and the 
subscribers: whose numbers chanced to be 
preceded by the name “‘Dearborn,”’ ‘““‘White,”’ 
or “‘Black’’: were to be informed by the new 
directory that their telephones now were 
connected with the Lincoln, the Edgewater, 
or the North exchanges. These numbers 
were changed between March 1 and March 5, 

But the information apparently was carried 
to the subscribers in theory only. March 
drew to a close; and the telephone users had 
not received their directories. April is one- 
fourth gone, and telephone service upon these 
circuits still is hampered. 

No Delay in Collection. 

One of the features of this service which Is 
annoying—to use a mild word—to the sub- 
stribers is that the fact that a telephone 
that cannot be used does not prevent the col- 
lection of fees by the telephone.company, 
The same regularity in the visits of the col- 
lectors is observed as in the past. No delay 
or negligence ‘has been reported in this de- 
partment. . 

One subscriber who believed that he had 
grounds for a fMiild “ kick " telephoned to the 
manager of what he once had believed to be 
“his exchange and asked when he might 
expect a new directory which would inform 
him as to the number of his phone. The 
manager replied that there had been &onsid 
erable delay in. delivering the books because 
of ng iliness of the boy who was doing the 
wor

WHO ADMITS HIS “FAILING.” 


Isanac H. Kinney Ie Found in Provi- 


Gent Hospital Suffering from a 
Wound Received While Looking In 
Window—Accused of Burglary, He 
Says He Only Has Inherited Crav- 
dng to ‘“Peep”—Oauses Numerous 
South Side Burglar Scares.

Admits “Peeping Tom” Habit. 


Kinney admitted to the police that he was 
addicted to the “ peeking ” habit, but claimed 
that he had never attempted or thought of 
committing any burglaries. He said he was 
guffering from a mania which he had in- 
herite@ and was not responsible for his 
actions at times. 

On March 25 at 1 o’clock In the morning he 
was seen by Franklin looking into the latter's 
bedroom window, and thinking the man was 
a burglar Frankin fired, but missed him, 
In spite of the experience Kinney returned 
to the Franklin house on March 81 and was 
looking into the window again when he was 
fired upon and wounded in the left shoulder,

NEW SALARY ACTS. 


Former President Says Laws 
Pending in Western States 
ty, Are Unconstitutional. 


PLEADS FOR FAIR PLAY. 


Declares in Brief That Licenses 
from Home States Should 
' Satisfy Others. 


New York, April 7-Former President 
Grover Cleveland, counsel for the Associa- 
tion of Life Insurance Presidents, has just 
gubmitted to that association @ brief in rela- 
tion to the matter of salaries paid by life 
{neurance-companies. The occasion for its 
presentation, it is stated, ie the fact that cer- 
tain western states have now pending before 
their respective legislatures bills that would 
limit the salaries of life insurance officers 
to $50,000 a year, while in others the Mmit 

fixed at $25,000 a year. 
the brief, it is announced, will be filed to- 
morrow with the Wisconsin legislature by 
Robert Lynn Cox, who will appear as at- 

for the association of life insurance 
presidente, in opposition to the bill provid 
ing for compulsory investment of reserve 
funds in the state, largely increased taxa- 
fon of premium receipts, and other sub- 
cts. 

After calling attention to the fact that in- 
gurance companies are private corporations, 
Mr. Cleveland says: 

“Whether these companies are classed as 
gtock corporations or mutual corporations, in 
either case their business interests are con- 
fined to contract relationships based upon the 
expectation of life and other incidents at- 
ftaching exclusively to the individual policy 
holders in each corporation. It has been 
judicially determined, beyond the reach of 
controversy, that in legal contemplation 
these companies are within the definition of 

‘persons, and, so far as their rights are con- 
cerned, they are.on the same footing as cit!- 
gens of the United States and of the several 
states. 

Relies on the Constitution. 


“The fourteenth amendment of the fed- 
eral constitution provides that ‘ no state shall 
make or enforce any law which shall abridge 
the privileges or immunities of citizens of the 
United States, nor shall any state deprive 
any persons of life, liberty, or property with- 
out due process of law.’ 

He then takes up for consideration sal- 
aries paid to presidents and first vice presi- 
dents in twenty-nine leading companies, in- 
cluding the five large companies that pay 
650,000 or more, and adds: 

“From this examination it appears that 
the total premium receipts of the twenty- 
pine companies amounts to $440,065,908; that 
the percentage of these receipts paid to pres- 
idents and vice presidents by all the com- 

‘panies was 29-100 of one per cent; that the 
percentage of their premium receipts so ex- 
pended by the twenty-four companies paying 
galaries less than £50,000 was 51-100 of one 
per cent; but that the percentage of premium 
receipts so expended by the five companies 

, paying to their presidents.and vice presidents 

. $50,000 per annum or upwards amounted to 

- only 19-100 of one per cent.”’ 

Only Wants “Fair Play.” 

After arguing that the doctrine of comity 
forbids one state from seeking to interfere 
with the internal affairs of citizens of other 
states except where absolutely necessary 
for the protection of its ewn citizens, he 
concludes: 

“These corporate citizens of the United 
States, having entered states other than 
their own, exhibit In their defense the cer- 
tificate of fitness and approved equipment 
granted them by their home states. They 
ask such consideration of these certificates 
as will save them from anomalous and in- 
jurious limitations upon their business op- 
erations, and such treatment as their home 
indorsements and faith in the American 
standard of fair play have led them toe» 
pect.” . 


OUT AFTER ENVOY’S SCALP. 


Mrs. Von Claussen Wants Roosevelt to 
Dismiss American Minister to Swe- 


den from Diplomatic Service. 


Washington, D. C., April 7.—[Special.]— 
Mrs. Ida Von Claussen, the New York woman 
whom United States Minister Graves refused 
- to present to the king of Sweden, is in Wash- 
ington for the avowed purpose of seeing the 
president and induce him to recall the Ameri- 
can representative from Stockholm. She said 
tonight she would ask Secretary Loeb for an 
appointment to meet the president and would 
lay before him charges which would “ cause 
a wave of indignation to sweep over the coun- 
try and arouse the indignation of every man 
and woman in America.” 

Mrs. Yon Claussen is a strikingly handsome 
woman, and wears gowns which add to her 
natural charms. She also is much in earnest 
in proclaiming her grievance, and believes 
that what she regards as an insult to herself 
was an insult to the whole American people. 
She declares she will return to Sweden and be 
Presented to the king. 

“Mr. Graves stated a deliberate untruth 
~~ when he said I did not offer evidence of an 
invitation to be presented to King Osear and 
that I did not have the proper credentials,” 
declared Mrs. Von Claussen, when shown the 
dispatch from Stockholm to the effect that 
Minister Graves had written an open letter 
explaining the controversy. ‘“‘ He knows I 
was invited to be presented to the king, and 
he says what is false when he states I had 
nothing .to identify me. I had a cablegram 
from President Stires of one of the leading 
trust companies of New York. I also hada 
letter from my cousin, Geheimrat von Bra- 
Mann, as well as several other letters. And 
I defy Mr. Graves to send to the United States 
copies of the newspapers which he says 
ridicule me. I was treated kindly by the 
papers of Sweden. I purpose to expose Mr. 
Graves’ intrigucs to the president. I be- 
lieve he will be interested in what I have to 
say about the diplomatic service in Europe, 
particularly at the Swedish capital.”’ 

Mrs. Von Claussen intimated strongly that 
perhaps Mrs. Graves was jealous of the 
gowns Mrs. Von Claussen wore, and that 
that fact might have operated to prevent her 

husband presenting an American visitor to 
the Swedish king~

Scrugham’s statement this forged ballot was 
witnessed by an agent of the New York Life 
Insurance company whom declares 
he had not seen in more than two years. 


Voter’s' Address a Graveyard. 

Another ballot mentioned. by Manager 
Scrugham is that of William Grissler, 418 
Past Twelfth street. The space between 410 
and 440 on that street is a cemetery. The 
manager of the international organization 
declares that hundreds of ballots were voted 
with addresses which, when investigated, 
proved to be false. . 

Perhaps the most interesting case the inter- 
national committee has investigated is that 
of W. OD. Stephens, cashier of the Bank of 
Melvern, Melvern, Kas. 

He received a circular letter early In the 
insurance campaign from J. N. Engle, agent 
of the Mutual Life at Emporia, Kas., in re- 
gard to the approaching election, and Mr. 
Stephens wrote him, refusing to vote for the 
administration ticket. In reply he received a 
letter signed by J. N. Engle, in’ which ths 
statement is made that the international 
committee nominees represented a Wall 
street clique that was trying to get hold of 
the Mutual and New York Life. The writer 
added: 

“If you are the William Stephens who used 
to live near Arvonia, and still owes me for the 
premium due on an insurance policy, or know 
of him, kindly let me know.”’ 


Flagrant Forgery Charged. 

Mr. Stephens replied on Nov. 26 he had 
never had the pleasure of meeting Agent 
Engle, and he had never lived in Arvonia. 
He ended his letter in this way: 

“I notice President Peabody has ‘ fireé’ 
several competent agents of the company 
who are not now supporting the administra- 
tion ticket, and which probably accounts for 
your activity in the matter. As my job does 
not depend on the reélection of the present 
board of trustees, I will not have to vote as 
the company dictates.”’ 

Mr. Stephens, according to Scrugham, cast 
a ballot for the united committee’s ticket on 
Oct. 23, 1906, placing on both ballot and en- 
velope his name, address, and policy number, 
as required by law. 


FINDS GOOD MEN IN CHICAGO. 


Pastor Milligan Says Pittsburg’s At- 
tempt to Determine Who Are Worthy 
Citizens Is Move in Right Direction. 


“ The smile at the unhappy plight of Pitts- 
burg in its efforts to put forth good, untaint- 
ed, and honored citizens will yet give place 
to &@ more serious look,”’ said the Rev. Henry 
Forsythe Milligan in a sermon yesterday 
in Leavitt Street Congregatiotial church. 

“The laugh ought to lead to the question, 
could Chicago do-any better? Some on the 
outside have said Chicago could not equal 
Pittsburg’s array of ‘immortals.’ No amount 
of such challenges will lead our citizens to 
an absurd display of civic vanity. Still we 
have the right to know the worth of our 
citizenship, for our encouragement and in- 
epiration. 

“ The Goodman in Chicago is not the selt- 
appointed representative citizen, whose 
wealth is his only asset; whose intelligence 
reaches its acme in driving an automobile 
to the country club. He is the man whose 
knowiedge fits him for business or trade, and 
enables him intelligently to consider and to 
decide the problems of his city’s life. Chi- 
cago has such men by the hundreds, men who 
are an honor to the home, 

“ Pittsburg has taken a step in the right 
direction, The time has come to honor the 
“best men. Stop belittling and besmirching 
honorable men who give a city its real 
worth. Let Chicago increase the good man 
in her midst by higher educational ideals, 
purer social aims, constant vigilance in the 
suppression of vice, increasing emphasis upon 
honesty and morality fn the private as well 
as public lives of its leaders.”’

Two sets of vestrymen were elected on 
Monday and both named an accounting war- 
den, to handle the church money. As both 
wardens announced they would take the col- 
lection today, the rector sent a note to the 
opposition faction’s accounting warden that 
he had appointed the choir boys to take up 
the collection. 

This was done without disturbance, but im- 
mediately after the communion and the re- 
cessional hymn, the two factions made a rush 
for the vestry room, reaching it just as the 
rector did, carrying the loaded collection 
plate.

George Shegog, leader of the faction against 
the rector, with his 18 year old daughter and 
his 16 year old son, led the attack for one 
side. In a moment the money, collection 
plates, rector, vestrymen, and women were 
mixed up in a congregational melange, from 
which came a varied assortment of charges, 
appeals, and some harsher things. 

The fight became general and much lively 
punching was done, until physical strength 
gave out, and the puffing contestants gath- 
ered up the collection and went home. The 
rector took the collection, but the opposition 
swears vengeance in court.

| THE MAYOR’S CABINET. 
‘ Mayor Busse has hastened to let the 
public know the men who are to stand be- 
side him during the next four years and 
be his chief assistants in the work of 
municipal administration. The general 
verdict is that while he has made his 
selections quickly he has used fine judg- 
ment in making them. There are no un- 
known or weak men in the list. All of 
them are known to the community and 
enjoy its confidence. 

Edward J. Brundage has made a re 
markable record as president of the coun- 
ty board. He will make an equally good 
one as the chief of the city’s law depart- 
ment. He is a man of affairs as well as a 
trained lawyer. The legal questions of all 
kinds which will confront the municipal- 
ity will have no perplexities for him. He 
will be the judicious adviser of the mayor 
and the council. 

The position of city controller is a high- 
ly responsible one. The orderly manage- 
ment of the city’s finances depends on the 
controller. He should be the watch dog 
of the treasury. He should be a man 
whom the bankers and the business men 
generally know and trust. Mr. Walter 
H. Wilson is that kind of man. 

George M. Shippy is a veteran police- 
man. He knows Chicago. He knows the 
police department from top to bottom. He 
is a fine disciplinarian. A hard worker 
himself, he will make his .subordinates 
work. He understands fully Mayor 
Busse’s police policy—the divorcement of 
the force from politics and its use for the 
exclusive purpose of protecting the lives 
and property of. citizens and maintaining 
the peace—and he will carry out that 
policy. 

Mr. John J. Hanberg, the future com- 
missioner of public works, is a man who 


his department. He-will reform it and 
make it a business institution. 

John Minwegen is to be returned to the 
board of jocal improvements, of which he 
was one of the most efficient members. 
He will have as one of his colleagues 
Henry S. Dietrich, who is in every way 
qualified for the position, A board com- 
posed of men of that stamp will protect 
the property owners against excessive as- 
sessments and dishonest contractors. 

The selection of Mr. John R. Morron 
and Mr. Charles H. Wacker as members 
of the school board is the first step to- 
wards regaining for the board the popular 
confidence and respect it once enjoyed. 
Mayor Busse’s first announcement was 
that James Horan was to remain at the 
head of the fire department. with full 
power to run it. Everybody knew that 
Mr. Busse would do that: Ohief Horan 
has been an efficient officer, and such men 
commend themselves to the new mayor. 
Mayor Busse has begun well. If all 
the other appointments he has to make 
shall be of the same high grade as those 
already announced he will have around 
him a body of men on whose intelligent 
devotion to duty he and the community 


can always rely. 


LONDON AND CHICAGO, 

It is an unusual event for a London 
paper to make a Chicago municipal elec- 
tion the text for a leading article and to 
call the result of the election highly in- 
structive for the people of Great Britain. 
The sudden display of interest in Chicago 
by the London Times, and its words of 
encouragement to Mayor Busse are easily 
explained. The policy of .the municipal 
ownership of all public utilities, which was 
advocated by Mayor Dunne, is the policy 
which was repudiated by the voters of 
London when they elected members of 
the county council last month. The Times, 
which did’ what & could to bring about 
that result, naturally is pleased to see a 
great American city refusing to commit 
itself to the vast and fantastic projects 
of the I. M. O. enthusiasts.

MAYOR BUSSE. 

The official canvass of Tuesday's elec- 
tion returns was completed on Saturday 
and Mayor Busse given his certificate of 
election, If the council had not adjourned 
over until] next Monday he would have 
been installed as mayor tonight in the 
customary fashion. ‘The outgoing mayor. 
would have. pronounced a funeral oration 
over his administration and the Incoming 
mayor would have called the new council 
to order, 

It is not in accordance with the fitness 
of things that a man whom the voters 
have emphatically said they did not want 
for mayor should be given an extra week 
in office and the man the voters have gaid 
they want should be kept out of office 
merely becausze the council skipped «a 
meeting. No exception would have been 
taken to the delay, however, if it had not 
been that some of the men who were put 
in office by Mr. Dunne are not so ready to 
bow to the will of the people as he is, 
There was good reason for the belief that 
the chief of police and the pernicious ele 
ment In the school board were up to mis- 
chief. Under the circumstances it was 
considered expedient for Mayor Busse to 
assert his rights without delay and put 
himself in a position where he could make 
short work of the mischief makers if they 
raised a finger. 

The people have decreed a change in 
the management of city affairs and they 
do not wish to have methods and practices 
which are offensive to them kept up even 
for a week by factious members of a re 
pudiated admizistration. 


POLITICS AND BUSINESS. 

The author of “The American Com- 
monwealth ” brings to his work as ambas- 
sador to the United States an intimate 
knowledge of American history and condi- 
tions. He interprets this knowledge in 
the light of his acquaintance with the his- 
tory of other republics ayd his practical 
experience in politics and administration 
in his own country. In giving to Chicago 
from his wisdom the political suggestions 
which he considers applicable to condi- 
tions in this most typical of American 
cities he proves himself a useful friend. 

Mr. Bryce inclines to favor municipal 
ownership of what are called in this coun- 
try public utilities, provided that the city 
government is honestly and efficiently con- 
ducted, and provided.that the public is 
likely to profit more from municipal own- 
ership than from private ownership. He 
apparently agrees with Mr. Dalrymple 
that the time has not yet come in the 
United States when municipal: operation 
affords the same probability of public ad- 
vantage as private operation. Whether 
the control which the city must exercise 
over private management of public utili- 
ties is best secured through the terms of a 
franchise or through leasing property -the 
title to which remains in the municipal- 
ity. is not a matter to be settled by the- 
orizing, but by the actual conditions which 
vary from place to place and from time 
to time. Municipal ownership and opera- 
tion may be ideally best in perfectly 
governed cities when they come into ex- 
istence. Municipal control is best in cities 
governed as American cities are. 

Mr. Bryce professes himself purposely 
ignorant of the results of the recent elec- 
tion in Chicago, but now that his address 
is delivered he will be pleased to learn 
that the conclusion to which the voters 
came was the same as his, and, on the 
other hand, the city will be pleased to 
learn that its decision has the approval 
of so profound a student and practical 
administrator as Mr. Bryce. 

The distinction which Mr. Bryce draws 
between the city of antiquity which was 
an independent republic and the modern 
city which is only a part of a greater 
whole is a just one. The city of old was 
chiefly concerned with its foreign rela- 
tions, with means of defense and: attack. 
These are left to the nation now. It is 
not practicable, however, to make the 
entire sepatation between national. and 
local parties which Mr. Bryce considers 
ideal, but which he sadly confesses dogs 
not exist even in his own country to the 
extent which he would like to see. Party 
machinery is too necessary and too com- 
plicated in this country for different sets 
of parties to exist with varying rearrange- 
ments of the same voters. The party sys- 
tem develops a sense of responsibility 
and it is the traditional American plan. 
There is in it this amount of flexibility 
that the local members of a national! party 
may take one side or the other of a purely 
local question ‘without. affecting their 
solidarity on nationa] questions: with vot- 
ers in another city who take a dia- 
metrically opposite view of a similar ques- 
tion in their city, also purely local in its 
application. The balance of power is 
usually held by independent voters, and it 
is necessary, therefore, for a wisely 
guided party to offer the best local pro- 
gram. The recent election, while a vic- 
tory for the republican party, was in a 
higher degree a victory for:good govern- 
ment. 
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ANY British peers of the realm and 
territorial magnates of the united 
kingdom figure as patrons of livings. 
The livings are ecclesiastical bene- 
fices, or pastorates, of parish 

churches, built by the pat his an- 
cestors on his or their land, and 

the founder. These rights of patronage, 
known in law as “ advowsons,” are inherited 
along with the family estates and are re- 
garded as assets. Where the estates are 
not entailed the advowson can be sold asa 
weparate plece of property. 

The right of patronage means the right 
of selecting and appointing the rector or 
vicar of the church. The bishop of the die- 
cese, providing the olergyman in question 
fulfills the canonical qualifications, is com- 
pelled to sanction the appointment, no mat- 
ter how much he may personally consider 
the nominee unfitted for the post, and in the 
event of refusal on his part the matter con- 
stitutes the subject of an appeal to an ec- 
clesiastioal court, where the costs are fright- 
fully extravagant and payable by the bishop 
if the case is decided against him. : 

There are about 18,000 benefices of the 
Church of England. The crown has - 
patronage of about 1,200, which is admi 
tered by the lord high: chancellor for the 
time being. The bishops and cathedrals have 
the patronage of about 8,000 benefices; the 
universities, 1,000; while the remaining 7,000 
are in the hands of peers of the realm and 
land owners—that is to say, private persons, 


— 
&/peer or land owner who has inherited 
the ‘patronage of benefices of this kind hap- 
ns to be a Roman Catholic he is debarred, 
reason of his faith, from exercising his 
prerogatives in the matter of intment, 
which are agsumed during his Ufetime by 
the orown in the person of the lord high 
chancellor. But if the patron is a Jew, 
such as Lord Rothschild, Lord Wandeworth, 
Lord Michelham, eto., a professed Buddhist, 
such ag Lord Mex ugh; a devout Moslem,. 
such ag the late Lord Stanley of Alderley; or 
a self-proclaimed atheist, such as the late 
marquis of Queensberry, there ie no objec- 
tion whatsoever to his selecting and appolnt- 
ing the rector of the churches of which he 
enjoye the right of patronage, and of thus 
assuming control of the spiritual welfare of 
oft populous parishes professing a faith of 
which he either disapproves of or derides. 

The late marquis of Alillesbury, one of the 
most unutterable blackguards that ever dis- 
graced the British peerage, who was ex- 
pelled from every club and subjected to the 
supreme ignominy of bel warned off: the 
turf by the Jockey oalub of gland, who had 
scarcely ever a sober moment, and whose 
ordinary language was characterized by such 
profanity that he was known as “ the coster 
marquis,’’ wae the patron of six livings, and 
in the case of at least two benefices appointed 
men totally unfitted to undertake the care 
and cure of souls. 

Yet a Roman Catholic peer of blameless 
character, such as, for instance, the duke of 
Norfolk, is debarred by reason of his creed 
from his rights of patronage ever half a 
dozen benefices which are included in his in- 
heritance, and for which nominations are 
made by the lord high chancellor. 

> 

If I call attention to this matter it is be- 
cause of the trouble and expense to which 
Lord Chesham has lately been put in order 
to get rid of the rector of the parish of Little 
Chesterton, in Rutlandshire. Therector, one 
of Lord Chesham’s appointees, became such 
an inveterate drunkard that Lord Chesham, 
in response to the clamorous appeals from 
the inhabitants of the parish, found himself 
morally compelled to get rid of the man. 

This proved a difficult and expensive proc- 
ess. It is easy to appoint a clergyman toa 
living. But he cannot be deprived of his 
benefice without legal process, and this can 
be accomplished only through a full fledged 
trial by the Consistory court of the diocese, 
confirmed afterwards by the Court of Arches 
in London. In both instances Lord Ches- 
ham’s, action was sustained, but it cost him 
a large sum of money and has taken almost 
two years to accomplish. 

Lord Chesham, who is the chief of one of 
the younger branches of the ducal house of 
Devonshire, is the peer who in the early 
stages of the South African war managed 
to raise in a few weeks’ time a force of some 
8,000 volunteer cavalry, composed of men 
who had all received cavalry training either 
in the army or in the yeomanry, perform- 
ing, in: conjunction with Lord Lonsdale, 
much the same task as that accomplished 
in this country by the president and Gen. 
Wood when on the outbreak of the war with 
Spain, in 1898, they organized the corps of 
Rough Riders. Lord Chesham was at one 
and the same time the brother-in-law and 
the son-in-law of the late duke of West- 
minster. For, whereas Lady Chesham is a 
daughter of the late duke, Lord Chesham 
himself is a brother of the widowed duchess.

Both Lord and Lady Chesham are far too 
devoted to hunting and to other forms ‘of 
sport to spend much of their time in London, 
and they make their principal home at Lati- 
mer, where the Cavendishes have been set- 
tled ever since the reign of Queen. Elizabeth. 

Charles I. spent a considerable time at 
Latimer while a prisoner of parliament, and 
according to contemporary history was fond 
of looking out on. the peaceful view from 
the front of the house across the River Chess 
to the woods of the Chenies. The grand old 
Elizabethan mansion has been modernized, 
though with taste and discrimination. While 
stately, it is essentially a homely, cozy look- 
ing house, the front charmingly clothed with 
creepers. It is full of family portraits of 
great value and of old masters, Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, Titian, Murillo, etc., being repre- 
sented on the walls. 

> 

Lord Chesham, besides his 15,000 acres 
round Latimer,owns a quantity of high priced 
property in London, among his other pos- 
sessions there being Burlington arcade, 
which is familiar to every American who 
has visited London. His connection with the 
Burlington arcade was brought to ight some 
time ago by his efforts to purify the atmos- 
phere of the place towards nightfall. ‘For, 
whereas it is a popular thoroughfare and 
much frequented during the morning andthe 
early part of the afternoon, no respectable 
woman dared to show her nose there after 4. 

The shopkeepers complained bitterly, and 
Lord Chesham, realizing the mistake, both 
economical as well as moral, that he was 
making in permitting his property to become 
known a8 a resort of this kind, gave strict 
orders to drive away both men and women 
who visited the Burlington arcade towards 

nightfall merely for the purpose of meeting 
one another. 

In consequence of these orders a Mr. Bar- 
rant, a lawyer of good famfly, was expelled 
from the arcade on the ground that he had 
addressed insulting remarks 'to a lady with 
whom he was not acquainted, and whom he 
mistook for a prominent demi-mondaine. In- 
stead of quietly sulmitting to this punish- 
ment he was foolish enough to bring suit 
against Lord Chésham for damages for his 
forcible ejection from the arcade. 
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‘Walter Damrosch and his New York Sym- 
phony orchestra celebrated the one hundred 
and seventy-fifth anniversary of the birth 
of Haydn last evening by a concert in Or- 
chestra hall, It wae a good natured concert, 
for the sunny music of dear old “ Papa 
Haydn” cannot make for anything other 
than good nature. And furthermore the au- 
dience was of ample proportions and of the 
kindliest possible disposition, Mr. Damrosch 
was in his most gracious mood, and all went 
with jollity and hearty good will. 

The program opened with the “ Queen” 
Symphony, and then followed “ With Ver- 
dure Clad,” from the “ Creation,’ geung by 
Mrs. Mary Hissem De Moss. The “ Theme 
and Variations on the Austrian National 
Hymn” and a “ Serenade” came next, and 
the latter pleased so much that an encore 
was demanded and was given by Leo Schulz, 
the beaming ‘cellist of the orchestra, who had 
been the chief performer in the “ Serenade.” 
His playing roused the audience to such @ 
pitch of delight that it looked fora time as 
though the concert would end then and there. 
Bows, and bows, and bows were the response 
by the ‘cellist; and. finally the audience 
quieted, and Mr. Damrosch was permitted to 
lead the erchestra through the “‘ Leonore ”’ 
No. 8 of Beethoven, which was put in as an 
“ Intermezzo "’.in the program to illustrate 
“the highest development of the classic sym- 
phony orchestra of which Haydn is consid- 
ered to have’ been the father.’’ Then camea 
Sonata for flute and piano, two songs, sung 
by Mrs. De Moss, and as a glose the Finale of 
the “‘ Farewell ”’ reccabars the candles be- 
ing lighted on the desks, and then blown eut 
as each musician in turn left the stage. 

There was nothing of any vast significance 
about the music of the evening, although it 
all was enjoyable. The orchestra is tonally 
and technically not the equal of the one to 
which Wwe listen weekly, but it plays with 
spirit and with a fair degree of finish. Mr. 
Damrosch leads with authority, and, of 
course, is a musician of splendid parts. But 
every time he is heard te-touch the piano 
the thought becomes insistent of what a 
great pianist was lost to the world whe 
became a director. He plays even t y 
as do only the most gifted and individual 
of our best planists, and what he might have 
been had he devoted himself to this branch of 
musical art is not difficult to imagine. ‘He 

layed the accompaniments to the flute 

nata and to the songs in a way which 
made them among the most artistic and beau- 
tiful things this season rich in the artistic 
and the beautiful has brought us. 

Mrs. De Moss could but sing well to such 
accompaniments—and she is a singer of 
uncommonly attractive qualities, both vocal 
and interpretative—and Mr. Barrere seemed 
eo carried away by the beauty of the piano 
playing of his director-colleague that he 
forgot to blow hard enough to make his flute 
audible all the time. Pity, indeed, that -Mr. 
Damrosch cannot begin over Again and de- 
vote{ himself to piano, or that he does not 
follow the example of one of -his confréres 
and play piano concertos in his concerts. 
From him such a proceeding would be ac- 
ceptable, 


Marie Mall. 


Miss Marie Hall, the English violinist, gave 
two recitals in Orchestra hall within the 
week, the second taking place yesterday. 
Mismanagement of some kind resulted in two 
audiences of pitifully small proportions, and 
the talented young player and her pianistic 
colleague, Miss Lonie Basche, found them- 
selves on both occasions compelled to present 
an attractive and worthy program before 
listeners numerically far inferior to what 
they should have been. Appreciation was 
not wanting, however, for applause was 
hearty and spontaneous and the requests for 
additional selections frequent. The perform- 
ers were gracious and responded to these re- 
quests in every instance. 

Miss Hall had been heard here before and 
established herself then as a young violinist 
of uncommon abilities. Not only had she 
mastered in high degree the technics of her 
instrument, and was able to play the most 
exacting compositions in brilliant style, but 
she showed herself also the possessor of dis- 
tinct interpretative talent. There was in- 
dividuality to her work, there was musical 
intelligence, there was taste, and there was 
temperament. Hers was the playing of one 
who not only had acquired abilities but who 
possessed native gifts of true worth. Yes- 
terday’s concert served to show that these 
abilities and gifts are knowing steady and 
‘healthy development, and she stands now 
among the most satisfactory of the women 
violinists before the public... The audience 
in Orchestra hall heard playing which was 
tonally exceptionally beautiful, technically 
brilliant and exact, and musically sincere, 
fine, and honest. 

The pianist, Miss Basche, was a newcomer, 
but she demonstrated her powers in a way 
which will make her welcome whenever she 
chooses to return. Her work has a bigness 
and a sweep about it which are but rarely 
met with in the playing of a woman. It 
at no time becomes coarse or takes on that 
unpleasant, overmasculine - quality whic 
characterizes the performance of women 
pianists who strive to be masculine. It re- 
mains refined and in the best sense feminine, 
but it has breadth, depth, and authority. 
Technically she is well equipped, her fingers 
being sure and fleet, and her wrists remark- 
ably supple, light, and strong. Her octave 
and heavy passage work is especially com- 
mendable. She played two groups of solos 
yesterday and encores,’and in all of them she 
interested, pleased, and compelled sincere 
admiration for the finish and the interpreta- 
tive merits which distinguished all she did. 
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Last evening at the Garrick theater the 
Chicago Opera club gave Verdi’s “ La Tra- 
viata’’ before an audience of good propor- 
tions and tolerant disposition. The club is 
an organization of amateurs which for two 
seasons or more has been devoting itself to 
the task of giving grand opera in English, 
the principals and soloists all being recrulied 
from amateur ranks. Several performances 
have been offered in the Auditorium, and 
certain of them disclosed elements which 
seemed to contain the possibility of future 
achievements of some worth. 

It was pointed out after the last perform- 
ance witnessed that what the chub needed 
was a director of positive abilities andja 
stage manager of experience.

In the most important local election ever 
held in Chicago the voters on Tuesday rati- 
fied the ordinances giving franchises to the 
street railway companies and elected Fred 
A. Busse mayor as against Edward F.. Dunne, 
the present incumbent. The ordinances won 
by a plurality of 83,000 and the republican 
candidate for mayor by a plurality of 13,000. 
The difference between these two pluralities 
is none too great to express the relative im- 
‘portance of the two issues—that,s, the ordi- 
nance question and the choice between the 
two men. It is fortunate, however, that 
Mr. Busse has been chosen not only because 
he ts a good admihistrative officer and ad- 
mirably adapted to the positjon but also be- 
cause, of the desirability of having a man in 
sympathy with the ordinances, to see that 
they are carried into execution. 


y It would be difficult to exaggerate the im- 


portance of this event. It puts a new aspect 
on all the material interests of this city. 
Chicago hes, in certain ways, been extreme- 
ly unfortunate for many years past. Begin- 
ning with the world’s fair period, all local 
interests except merchandising and hanking 
have declined, and particularly have our cor- 
porate affairs suffered, while also there has 
been a general political demoralization, a 
laxity in the enforcement of the laws against 
criminals, and a weakening of Chicago's 
confidence in its own future. Partly this 
was due to the reaction from the speculation 
of the world’s fair period and partly to the 
migration of corporate interests to the city 
of New York, but also greatly to the chaotic 
condition of our, local transportation system 
these many years. Not only has there been 
no motive on the part of the street railroad 
companies to extend and improve their serv- 
fice but great losses have been incurred 
through the decline in the value of their se- 
curities, and constantly there has been be- 
fore our people the menace of municipal 
ownership and operation of these utilities. 
So far as the street railway companies are 
concerned the vote of the present week 
changes all this. The ordinances that have 
just been approved are probably as nearly 
equitable to all. parties as any that could 
have been drawn up, and they bring with 
them the promise of greatly improved local 
transportation facilities. An incident of no 
small importance in this connection will be 
the expenditure of something like $40,000,000 
in improvements, which means just so much 
money for working people. The ordinances 
provide also that the city shall receive 5} 
per cent of the net earnings of the companies, 
and after the new plan gets in full sewing 
that will be no inconsiderable item in the 
city’s revenue. 

The decision of the voters on Tuesday was 
not distinctively a condemnation of munici- 
pal ownership. The ordinances provide that 
the city may purchase the roads after giving 
six months’ notice. This feature was, how- 
ever, pretty much ignored in the voting by 
those who favor municipal ownership, and 
the opposition to the ordinances embodied 
the idea of immediate municipal ownership 
under some other plan. Possibly, therefore, 
the vote may be considered as in a general 
way a disapproval of the municipal owner- 
ship idea, though the whole thing was so 
complicated with political considerations 
that one cannot say that the people have 
really spoken on the subject. The vote was, 
however, a rebuke to the champions of fads 
and fancies in our municipal government and 
an assertion of the sober sense of the people 
of Chicago. It was also a repudiation of the 
principles and methods which find their em- 
bodiment in Mr. Hearst, who, from his head- 
quarters in New York and after being 
squarely turned down by the people of his 
own state, has presumed to tell Chicago what 
it must do to be saved. 

The election lifts an Incubus which has 
rested upon: Chicago these many years. 
The city can now go forward with courage 
to the realization of its destiny. Everything 
in Chicago was worth more Wednesday 
morning than Tuesday morning. The realty 
interests may especially congratulate them- 
selves on the turn in the,tide. Men who 
heretofore have refused to place their money 
in local investments because of the many 
disadvantages with which we have been af- 
flicted may now buy with confidence. In all 
the essential things that go to make a great 
eity the Chicago of today is the same as the 
Chicago of former years. In ridding our- 
selves of certain temporary evils we give 
the forces of nature their opportunity to 
work for us to the fullest advantage. A 
little time will be required to start the ma- 
chinery of the new era, and the rehabilita- 
tion of. the streeti railroads may perhaps be 
delayed slightly by legal technicalities, but 
the great main purpose of giving our local 
transportation companies their new life has 
been accomplished, and we can go forward 
with courage to the good things that are in 
store for us. 


THE BLIGHT OF HEARSTISM. 


[From the New York World.] 

Hearstism proved too heavy a handicap 
for the democrats in Chicago. For the first 
time in twelve years the republicans elected 
their candidate for mayor. Mayor Dunne 
was more popular personally than his Hearst- 
made platform. He was beaten by only 13,459 
votes, while the ordinances settling the street 
car question, which had been repassed over 
his veto, were carried at the polis by over 
83,000 votes. 

It took Mayor Dunne only a short time 
after his election in 1905 on the immediate 
municipal ownership issue to learn that his 
theories were impracticable. To begin with, 
Chicago simply did not have the financial re- 
soureges to take over the city railroads. He 
was prepared to accept the present working 
compromise—short term franchises with con- 
tingent municipal ownership—until Mr. 
Hearst recaptured him. The result is that 
in the democratic shipwreck Dunne is car- 
ried down under the dead weight of his pilot, 
Hearst. 

Last year the Hearst personality alone 
cost the democrats the governorship in this 
estate. Every other democrat on the state 
ticket was elected. Mr. Hearst ran 60,000 
behind his ticket in the democratic city of 
New York, enough votes to furnish Gov. 
Hughes’ plurality. In Massachusetts Hearst- 
ism fastened Moran on the democratic party 
and increased the republican plurality 50 
per cent. In California and Illinois it worked 
similar disaster. 


THE FIRST STEEL CAR. |

stated that the first steel postal car ever 
constructed was run between Jersey City.

As @ result of the negotiations conducted 
py Secretary Root an@ Baron Gpeck von 
urg, the German ambassador, based 
the joint report of the American-Ger- 
men tariff commission, the German govern- 
gent has consented not only to give to Amer. 
{can products the benefit of the minimum tar- 
of law of the empire but to authorize the 
gamission, upon payment of the usua) duties, 

ef American bacon and dresse@ meat. 
In return for this important concession Seo- 
Root has agreed to add champagne 
end all other sparkling wines to the list of 
es named in section 8 of the Dingley 
tariff act, lower duties upon which have been 
enjoyed by Germany under previous reciproc- 
{ty agreements. The articles include argols, 
tartar, crude wine lees, brandies, and 
other manufactured or distilled spirits, still 
wines and vermuth, paintings, pastels, draw- 

and statuary. 


Big Boon for Chicago. 
Wo section of the country will be more 
‘@irectly benefited by the new tariff agree- 
ment than Chicago and the rest of the meat 
ucing west. Germany has not thrown 
the bars completely by any means. 
fhere are many meat products, including 
those canned and tinned, besides cattle on 
the hoof, which will continue to be excluded 
from her territory, but there is good reason 
to believe that in further negotiations be- 
tween the two governments the restrictions 
will be fully removed. 

Before the prohibition against American 
meats was put into force in 1900 by the Ger- 
man government, at the instance of its agri- 

cultura] interests, the United States enjoyed 

@ large and growing commerce with Ger- 
many in these articles. American tinned 
gieats formed a part of the rations of the 
German soldier and the poorer classes used 
them because they could hot afford to buy 
fresh meat. The canned beef imported into 
Germany in 1000 was valued at $361,000. 
Now less than $90,000 worth is purchased for 
the German market. About a million dol- 
Jars’ worth of hams were exported annually 
to Germany. This Import is valued at pres- 
ent at $33,000. The trade in tallow has been 
eut in half. 

There has not been much change in the 
amount of salted or pickled beef purchased 
from American producers, but the trade in 
gaited and pickled pork has dropped from 
almost $700,000 to less than $300,000. Be- 
gides suffering loss upon these goods, the 
gaited bacon, which amounted to $1,888,000 
annually, practically ceased, but it has 
picked up again and now amounts to $850,000

There were only a few of these cases, but 
the agrarians used them with judgment and 
produced the effect they sought. 


Following the enforcement of the law, a

Many to be wholly insufficient for the needs 
of the people, the quality of such animals in 
the market inferior and steadily becoming 
Worse, and their cost and the consequent 
Prices of meats so exorbitantly high as to 
Constitute a public calamity and menace to 
the health and industrial efficiency of the 
laboring classes. 

Time has added to the force of this resolu- 
tion.

Upon what lines this treaty will be 
Grawn has not yet been definitely deter- 
mined, but certainly it will take into con- 
sideration the growing trade of the United 
States and Germany in the matter of raw 
products. The commerce of the two pow- 
eTs now amounts to $370,000,000 annually. 
Every year witnesses an increase. The bal- 
ence of trade is more than $100,000,000 in 
favor of this government. With the excep- 
tion of Russia the United States sells more 
to Germany than any other power. It is only 
exceeded in purchases of German goods by 
Great Britain and Austria-Hungary. 


Look for Protest from France. 

Undoubtedly France will express forma! 
@ispleasure to this government at the ad- 
mission of German champagne at the lower 
rate of duty when official announcement is 
made that it has been granted. 

Recent cable dispatches from Paris have 
contained the threat that the French govern- 
ment would apply the maximum tariff to 
American imports, in retaliation. There has 
been little chance for German champagne in 
the American market since it has been com- 
pelled to pay $8 per case of a dozen quarts, 
while French champagne has been assessed 
at only $6 per dozen. The German cham- 
pagne is a cheaper wine than the French, is 
a little heavier, and perhaps woul not ap- 
peal to connoisseurs but to the man with- 
out a specially educated taste it is just 
as satisfactory. 

France appreciates the effect of the reduc- 
tion of the duty will be to cause an increase 
in the*consumption of German champagne 
and a reduction im the sale of this brand 
of her wines. There is no fear at the state 
department that France will carry out the 
threat to impose the maximum duties upon 
American goods. To do so would be to cut 
off her noee to spite her own face. 

Germany would like nothing better than 
to see a tariff war between France and this 
country. This would enable her to step in 
and take the place of her rival tn this mar- 
ket, especially im brandies, crude tartar, ar- 
gole, wine lees, and all sparkling and still 
wines, paintings, pastels, pen and ink draw- 
ings, and statuary. 

It ie a matter of satisfaction to the admin- 
istration that all danger of a tariff war with 
Germany has disappeared. This happy re- 
sult undoubtedly is due to the.tactful way 
in which both Secretary Root and Ambagssa- 
dor von Sternburg have conducted the nego- 
tiations, and especially to the latter’s appre- 
ciation of conditions in America and at 
hore. ‘% 


GETS WRONG BABY CARRIAGE. 


A. P. Alexander Discovers Heirloom Re- 
covered at Sherman House Did Not 
Belong to Grandfather. 


That baby carriages are not popular as 
antiques or family heirlooms was the con- 
elusion reached yesterday, by Arthur P. 
Alexander, who lives in the Oxford hotel, 
Adams and Canal streets. 

Mr. Alexander surprised the clerks of the 
Sherman house and the Gault house on Satur- 
day by calling for a baby carriage left at the 
Sherman house twenty-four years ago by his 
grandfather. Irving Pearce Jr., manager of 
the Gault house, whose father ran the Sher- 
man house in 1883, found @ baby carriage dis- 
tinguished for its old age. 

“I was disappointed when I got back to 
my room and found it wasn’t our baby car- 
riage at all,” said Mr. Alexander, “ It had 
the name of ‘ J. O. Moore’ on it.”’

STREET CAR BONDS 
TO BE GILT EDGED 
Proposed Issue of $50,000,000 


by City Railway the Larg- 
, est in Chicago. 


STOCK MAY GO TO $283. 


Ordinances Provide Good Profits 
for Both the Company and 
the People. 


The proposed authorized bond issue of $50,- 
000,000 by the Chicago City Rallway company 
will be the largest mortgage ever spread by a 
street railroad corporation in Chicago. It 
is intended that this mortgage shall cover all 
needs of the company for fresh capita) in the 
life of the company’s franchise, which, it is 
generally believed, will run twenty years. 
La Salle street opinion is that the bonds will 
be gilt edged. They will bear 5 per cent and 
be in effect guaranteed by the city. Should 
the city elect to purchase the property of the 
street railroad company it must pay an 
amount which will be equal to the par value 
of all bonds that may be outstanding. 

Present aesets of the City Railway company 
are agreed in the ordinance to be worth 
$21,000,000. This price must be paid by the 
city, orvany other purchaser. In addition the 
company has outstanding $8,000,000 in notes. 
These, the ordinance agrees, shall be con- 
sidered in the same manner as assets, and 
out of earnings, before any distribution of net 
profits, 5 per cent must be paid on the amount 
of the assets, plus the $38,000,000 notes, or a 
total of $24,000,000. So far as can be learned 
this $24,000,000 will be immediately cap- 
italized by the issuance to shareholders of 
$24,000,000 of the $50,000,000 issue. The 
issuing of bonds merely puts in concrete form 
the amount of the obligation which the city 
has agreed to pay. 


No Sinking Fund Needed. 

Stockholders will pay nothing for the bonds 
and will retain their stock. There is no need 
of a sinking fund clause in the bonds, as 
their par value merely represents an agreed 
price to be paid for the assets represented by 
them. Of the proceeds of any sale of the 
properties there will be a fund exactly equal 
to the par value of the bonds with which to 
redeem them. 

It is estimated that, roundly, $18,000,000 
will be required for immediate purposes of 
reconstruction and rehabilitation. Bonds of 
the par value of this amount will be sold. 
Here again there {fs no need o fa sinking fund, 
as the city agrees to pay the cost of new im- 
provements made on capital account, or, in 
other words, for which bonds are issued. In 
paying for the $18,000,000 improvements, 
therefore, the company will receive from the 
purchaser an amount exactly equal to the 
par value of the bonds. 

There will remain in the treasury, if the 
amount authorized be $50,000,000, $8,000,000 
bonds to be used for additional new construc- 
tion. Here, again, this issue will be in the 
same position as the others. The city obli- 
gates itself or any other purchaser to pay 
the cost of improvements made on capital 
account. 


Probable Market Value $150. 


The probable market value of City rallway 
stock, exclusive of the bonus of $24,000,000 
bonds, is a matter of conjecture. Based on 
earnings alone—that is, 45 per cent of the net 


profits—the figure has been placed at $150. 
The outstanding stock is $18,000,000. If 45 
per cent of the net earnings are sufficient to 
make the $18,000,000 worth $150 pe? share, or 
a total of $27,000,000, market value, then, it 
ls argued conversely, the 55 per cent of the 
net earnings the city of Chicago will receive 
should create-a value of $82,900,000, betng a 
wZalable asset on which the city could realize. 
The point is that the privilege of receiving 55 
per cent of the net profits should be worth 
to the city, or any other owner of the right, 
$32,900,000. This is presented as the view of 
the City railway interests. 

But the stock of the City Railway company, 
according to the terms of the ordinance, will 
be entitled to construction profits of 10 per 
cent and 5 per cent commission for broker- 
age. Of any moneys spent hereafter other 
than ordinary betterments the company will 
be entitled to a credit of 15 per cent of the 
cost of construction and money raised. On 
$18,000,000 this will amount to $2,700,000, 
which the company may, if it sees fit, cap- 
italize and issue to shareholders as a bonus. 
This 15 per cent becomes an asset which must 
be purchased at par value with the other as- 
sets of the company. On this 15 per cent, too, 
there is allowed, out of earnings, 5 per cent, 
so that bonds covering the commission of 15 
per cent are as well secured as bonds issued 
for any other purpose. / 


May Go to $283 a Share. 

If City railway stock within the next few 
years should be worth $150 a share because of 
its proportion of net earnings, this amount, 
plus the $24,000,000 of bonds to be immedi- 
ately issued, would give, in round numbers, 
the stock a market value of $283 a share.

NO CRIPPLES THIS TIME. 


Opening Contest Against Browns 
on Thursday to Show Bene- 
fits of Long Trip.

Chicago's interest in the American league's 
pennant race will center in St. Louls next 
Thureday, when the world’s champions line 
up for their first real battle of the season 
with the browns as opponents. That series 
will be the first actual test of the condition 
of Fielder Jones’ men and of the benefits of 
their long distance training trip. 

There is no doubt the Sox are incompar- 
ably better fitted for the campaign of 1907 
than they were when they started the race 
of 1906, for at present the hospital is prac- 
tically untenanted, while last spring the Sox 
were in badly crippled condition and could 
not place their full strength in the field for 
many weeks after the season opened. No 
such siege of bad weather has been .encoun- 
tered this spring by any of the major league 
clubs in the south as was the experience last 
year. That will operate to the advantage 
of the other clubs as well, for practically all 
the American league teams arein better trim 
than a year ago. 


Sox Remain Unchanged. 

It looks certain that the Sox will start the 
season’as they finished last fall, with scarce- 
ly a change in the lineup. New matcrial has 
been secured for the pitching staff and for 
both infield and outfield, but it is doubtful 
if any of the youngsters displace the veter- 
ans from regular positions. The outfield will 
remain unchanged, with Dougherty, Jones, 
and Hahn in left center and right, although 
Mike Welday, from the Des Moines club, has 
shown sufficient ability to be considered a 
likely candidate. He probably will disp'ace 
“Tip” O’Nelll from the positiom of eub- 
gardener. The infield will have the same five 
regulars for the four positions—Donohue, 
Isbell, Davis, Tannehill, and Rohe—and 
there may be the same interchange of the 
last named trio at short and third.

WHEAT TRADERS NERVOUS OVER 
“GREEN BUG” INVASION. 


Although Not All of Same Tenor, Ad- 
viees from Oklahoma and Kansas 
Indicate Widespread Damage to 
Growing Grain—Receipts Continue 
Large, with General Cash Demand 
Light—Trade im Coarser Grains 
Limited—Provisions Easier. 


Nervousness continued to characterize 
trading in the whegt_market last week, op- 
erators still employing marked caution. On 
the face of the returns sent in from the south- 
West, bulls appeared to have considerably 
the better of the “green bug” and dry 
weather damage talk, although some of the 
bears were daring enough to pit present 
plenty against possible scarcity. There were 
occasional spurts of old time activity in the 
trade, but the better part of the week wit- 
hessed an almost wholly professional ac- 
tivity, outsiders showing interest, but not 
willing to back up their opinions strongly 
with buying or selling orders. Week end 
quotations showed practically unchanged 
from those of the week before. 

The earlier part of the week indicated that 
bullish sentiment was on the wane, mang 
of the previous reports of extensive damage 
from “ bug “ invasion and dry weather being 
combated by more assuring advices from 
men recognized for their conservatism and 
ability to judge crop conditions. The stream 
of damage talk increased as the session pro- 
gressed, until on Friday oversold shorts be- 
came mildly panicky and bought back freely 
at sharply higher prices, some of the bulls 
who had sold out also reinstating lines. The 
Friday messages were of the genuine “ crop 
scare ” variety, indicating that the “ bugs,’ 
after sapping most of the life out of Okla- 
homa wheat, had extended their operations 
into the heart of Kansas with disastrous re- 
sults. Moreover, Nebraska and Missouri 
were more apprehensive than at any time in 
the past, the former state fearing more from 
continued drought than from “ bug’”’ in- 
vasion, although the presence of the insects 
in the southern sections was said to be 
creating considerable uneasiness among the 
growers. 


Rains Dampen Bullish Ardor. 

Rains in various sections soaked the ardor 
of the bulls on Saturday and thoroughly ir- 
ritated bearish aggressiveness, prices losing 
almost all of the handsome adivance scored 
the day before. Some of the previous buy- 
ers unloaded on the belief that the long 
desired precipitations would give the crop 
a big uplift, but the declines witnessed buy- 
ing of an excellent character, although no 
one interest made much effort to check the 
decline. That day also brought forth a fur- 
ther deluge of damage reports, which, how- 
ever, mixed with advices belittling the talk 
of extensive injury in the more important 


regions. 
Receipts Are Large. 

Aside from crop conditions, the bears had 
much the better of the general run of news. 
Receipts at primary points continued well 
in excess of those of a year ago, the cash 
demand, excepting at infrequent intervals, 
showing but little life or much of a prom- 
tse of anearly pickup. Foreigners were pain- 
fully indifferent to American wheat, and the 
leading markets abroad moved along much 
as though markets on this side of the water 
were not in existence. Crop conditions in 
Europe generally were reported more favor- 
able, but considerable apprehension still ex- 
isted over the situation in Germany, Hun- 
gary, and Spain. 


Little Feature in Corn. 

Except late in the week, when there were 
lively doings of the old time sort. trading in 
corn was not large. and operations, were 
practically devoid of notable feature. There 
was an increasing demand fromexporters for 
kiln dried corn. but the poorer grades were 
slow. The leading interests in the specula- 
tive trade operated on both sides of the mar- 
ket, and their switching tactics kept the 
smaller traders on the uneasy seat. Re- 
ceipts from the country were not burden- 
somely heavy, and in important sections 
farmers were said to be too busy with their 
spring work to pay much attention to getting 
their grain to the stations. 

Reviewing the situation fn corn, W. H. 
Lake & Co. said: “‘ Corn has been neglected, 
and has ruled lower most of the week, due to 
free liquidation of the May delivery by one 
or two of the largest holders. Weakness in 
the cash situation also has been a bearish 
factor. At times there has been hardly any 
demand except at large concessions in price 
for the poorer grades in the sample market, 
and they have sold at large discounts under 
the futures. We see no reason for any mate- 
rial upturn at present and favor sales on the 
bulges.” 

Week end corn quotations showed kc lower 
to t%c higher, as compared to those of the 
previous week. 


Slight Change in Oats. 

The early part of the week marked a lower- 
ing tendency in the oats market, principally 
on the good progress made in sowing opera- 
tions. The deferred months were given some 
support on reports of damage to the crop in 
the southwest, where, in-some parts, “‘ green 
bugs’. were said to be doing more injury 
to oats than to wheat, with prospects of even 
fair yields completely wiped out. Receipts 
were about gs they have been, barely large 
enough to care for current local consumptive 
Gemands. Easiness has characterized the 
shipping demand, the car situation showing 
no improvement,-and easterners apparently 
unwilling to do much buying at prevailing 
prices.

Missouri April Crop Report. 


The Missouri April crop report, as wired in 
by King & Co. of Toledo, makes the wheat 
condition 94, against 82 last December, and 
91 by the government. The state condition 
last April was 85, that in June being 77, with 
a yield of 36,000,000 bu. The acreage sown 
last fall shows an increase of 5 per cent. 
The report also shows fruit to be damaged 88 
per cent. Secretary Coburn wired King that 
the wheat situation in Kansas never was 
better. 

Board of trade members are “ rooting” 
hard for Elbert W. Weeks, member of the 
Iowa house of representatives, through 
whose efforts largely the anti-bucketsh®p | 
measure was passed by the Hawkeye state 
legislature. The new law makes it prac- 
tically impossible for bucketshops to operate 
in lowa without running the risk of a long 
term in prison, and exchange members de- 
clare that it will result in big business for 
the legitimate interests. There was big op- 
positiom to the measure, for Iowa long has 
been a fertile field for the bucketshopper, 
but the vigorous fighting of Representative 
Weeks resulted in practically a unanimous 
sanctioning of the Dill. 


NEW YORK MARKET IS WEAK. 


Profit Taking Brings About Reaction 
in Prices During Last Hour— 
Bank Statement Good. 


NEW YORK. April 7.—[Special.]—Profit 
taking wasevident inthe stock market yester- 
day, due in part to the advance in prices dur- 
ing the week, and also because of the feeling 
among the traders that the recovery was go- 
ing too rapidly and too far. The entire list 
yielded during the latter part of the session 
and the closing was weak at the lowest prices 
of the day. 

The profit taking was done with such skill 
that it gave rise to the suspicion {t was being 
done by experienced and powerful specu- 
lators. 

The prominence in the market of Union 
Pacific. Southern Pacific, St. Paul, Amal- 
gamated Copper, and American Smelting 
gave rise to the usual assumptions of partic- 
ipation by the Standard Oil party in the 
market. These stocks were almost alone 
among the active stocks in showing any 
notable strength, and.their advancement 
looked like a device to hold the general mar- 
ket to help reaNzing sales in other stocks. 
Those stocks yielded with the rest of the 
market in the late reaction. 

The bank statement showing wae strong. 
The cash increase of $10,500,000 fell short of 
expectations, however, and the $6,143,600 
loam expansion helped to swell the deposit 
item and the reserve requirement. 

The strong upward ar of foreign 
exchange, which continued yesterday, also 
gave point to some of the reports from 
abroad that conditions in Berlin still leave 
something to be desired.

Trade in Wholesale Lines. 


An increasing volume of trade in all of the 
leading lines was the feature of the wholesale 
and jobbing trade last week. The expecta- 
tions that this spring would see a larger 

eneral business than that of a year @go are 

eing more than realized, all branches of 
trade reporting a steady advance under a 
remarkable increase in new buying. 

Traffic conditions have shown some im- 
provement in the last week or so, and orders 
for prompt shipment have been filled quickly. 
At the same time the immense proportions 
of the general merchandise trade is evidenced 
by the constantly exp ea gross earnings 
of the railroads, current traffic returns show- 
ing material increases over those of the cor- 
responding period last year. 

The metal markets have ruled firm, and 
as a rule steel and fron mills are sold far 
ahead. the general run of mills having their 
capacity engaged for six months to come. 
Copper prices were slightly easier, but are 
still comparatively high, lake being quoted 
at New York at 24%@2ic. The consumption 
is still large. 

Lumber interests report a steadily increas- 
ing demand for both hard and soft woods, 
with considerable difficulty being experi- 
enced in supplying requirements on time. 
Building’ supplies of all kinds were also in 
urgent request. Cotton goods were firm, but 
the trade was more quiet than for some time, 
owing principally to the shortage in supplies 
rather than any letup tn the demand.

Past and Present Members of St. Peter’s 
Church Answer Invitation of Dr. 
Gotthill Lambrecht. 


Four thousand persons crowded Into the St. 
Peter’s Evangelical Lutheran church, Chi- 
cago avenue and Noble street, last night to 
celebrate the first annual reunion of present 
and past members of the church.

The only unpleasant feature was that many 
of the persons confirmed in the church, some 
who had come long distances, were unable 
to gain admittance to the chur¢th because of 
the crowd. St. Peter’s church its one of the 
largest German Lutheran churches on the 
northwest side.

BOOKER WASHINGTON IS HEARD. 


Negro Uplifter Discusses Race Problem 
Before Large Congregation in Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church. 


Booker T. Washington delivered an ad- 
dress last night before an audience which 
filled to overflowing the Second Presbyterian 
church. He spoke of the need of industrial 
education for the negro of the south, and 
the effort which Tuskegee institute is mak- 
ing to meet this need. 

‘The chief influence of ‘Tuskegee institute 
is to give industrial and agricultural educa- 
tion,” said Mr. Washington. ‘‘ Weare striv- 
ing to keep our race in the country and on 
the farms until they are strong enough to 
withstand the temptations of the over- 
crowded cities. Our object is to send out 
well trained, educated, and conscientious 
leaders. 

“It pays the white race to help the negro. 
There is not a graduate of Tuskegee within 
‘the walls of a penitehtiary or jail. The prob- 
lem will not be solved in this generation or 
the next, but we have found the right 
method of solution, and the negro race is 
progressing.”’
